franchise, right and privilege to
lay, maintain and operate railroad
tracks across that certain portion
of 213th Street in the City of Tor-
rance included within the following
boundary lines:

Beginning at the Southwest cor-
ner Block 114, Torrance Tract,
as per map recorded in Map Book
22, pages 94 and 95, Los Angeles
County Records; thence Easterly
along the southerly line of 213th
Street 96 feet; thence northerly in
a straight line to the northerly line
of 213th Street; thence easterly
along said northerly line of 213th
Street to its intersection with the
westerly line of said Block 114;

3. Said corporation shall not use
the said tracks in such a manner
as to hinder or delay traffic upon
said street across said tracks for
any longer than three (3) ‘minutes
2L any one time.
